In addition to the items named in the 


above bill, $1,000 was appropriated to 
pay the expenses of a Commissioner 
who is to go to Washington for the pur- 
pose of urging Congress to grant this 
State a portion of the money which is 
to be given out by the Eiver aud Har- 
bor bill.

All other appro- 
priations, mostly on account of per- 
sonal claims, will add about $2,500 to 
the above, making an aggregate of 
$470,300.

How to Plant Alfitlflt-Notes About 


Our Home Honauca. 


A correspondent of tbe Pacific Rural 


?rees, writing from Hanford, California, 
ms tbe following to say upon a subject 
which is always of interest to the farm- 
ers of this section: ''If wa only knew 
what the next few weeks have in store! 
Parched and dusty fields, a frozen, 
cloudless sky, and no water from the 
mountains yet! Our prospects for a 
grain crop are worse than gloomy, they 
are hopeless. Two dry years together 
will be hard on many of the people, be- 
cause grain is their only crop, but here 
in Mussel Slough and elsewhere, where 
water can be had for irrigation, we are 
not entirely dependent on small grain 
With our corn, durra, pumpkins, etc., 
and abore all our alfalfa, we can pull 
through even two dry years. The above 
by way of preface; I have'jast now 
reached the subject I had proposed to 
myself when I made up my mind to 
•write. 
Whenever these people make 


up their minds to quit grain raising 
aud devote their time and energies to 


ALFALFA AND STOCK, 


Prosperity will not only overtake 


but overwhelm them. Alas, that so 
many who can already see it are too 
poor to realize it, and will have to sel 
out to others, who will reap the rich re 
wards. I thiu'k that a few facts and 
some personal experience in regard i 
the culture and management of alfalfa 
will not, at this time, be amiss. Con 
oerning the history of the plant, it i 
not needful that I should say anything 
Suffice it to say that, long, long ago i 
was known in Greece and Asia Miuor 
By some means, oentunus later, i 
found its way to Chili, and not man 
years ago to California. 
It thrives bes 


on a loose loamy soil, the? deeper t 
the clay or bedrock, the better it is fo 
alfalfa. Where the 
surface water 


within ten feet of the top of the ground 
after it is well sot, it needs but littl 
irrigation. 
After two years' growth o 


ground perfectly suited to it, nothic 
but a gopher can get the best of it. A 
occasional flooding gets away with th 
gopher. 


HOW TO PLANT ALFALFA. 


There are two ways to plant it. 
In 


mild, wet Winter, the first is prefer 
able; in a cold, or dry Winter, the seo 
oad. First—Prepare the ground as fo 
wheat or barley. Sow about 40 pounc 
of wheat or 30 of barley to the acre, an 
harrow twice; then sow 12 or 15 pound 
of alfalfa seed to the acre, and harro 
again. The amount of seed sown t 
the acre will depend ou the quality o 
the seed, and the nature of the soil. I 
general, the better a soil is adapted t 
retain moisture the less seed will be ro 
quired. 
In the Spring, unless th 


showers are copious and frequent, i 
will need to be irrigated once or twice 
As soon UH the grain is of the right ag 
it should be cut for hay. 
If the seaso 


has been favorable the alfalfa will be a 
thick and tall as the grain. As soon st 
the huy is taken off is the proper tim 
to irrigate, la six or eight weeks i 
will be ready to out again. Second- 
As enrly as the water can be had giv 
the ground a good soaking. Plow jus 
as soon as the ground is dry enough 
Harrow once or twice, according to th 
nature of the soil. Sow the seed am 
go over it with a clod acasher if th 
Winter rains are over. Grain can b 
sown with it as in the other plan if do 
sired. It is not safe to uae a cloc 
masher earlier than 
the middle o 


April, as a rain on smooth, loose, lunc 
makes it bake. Everything considered 
the first plan is the best. I sowed some 
this way last year, and cut it twice, get 
tiug about a ton of hay Irom an acre 
and sold an aftermath that would hnv 
made three-fourths of a ton to the acre 
By the wnooud plan of aeediug the firs 
two crops of hay will be mostly weeds 


ALFALFA HAY. 


To make good hay, alfalfa should be 


cut before it gets to blooming freely 
then the stalks- are less woody, and the 
leaves will not fall off so badly in baud 
ling the hay. The first crop should lie 
after being out, about 24 hours, and i 
there is any dew, longer, being befori 
raked. It should lie iu the wiurow six 
or eight hours. 
After the first cutting 


the weather here is hot and dry. Con 
seqnently subsequent cuttings shouli 
be handled somewhat greener. 
In fuc 


it should be cut just cs soon as th< 
bloom begins to appear, and it shouli 
not lie in the swath but a few hours 
We cut our alfalfa here from three to 
five times, getting from four to eighl 
tons per acre for the year. 
Some lane 


will produce 10 or 12 tons per acre pe 
year. From four and one half acres '. 
got, lost year, at the first cutting ten 
tons of hay. I then let it stand uuti 
October for seed. 
But on account o: 


too rank a growth and grasshoppers, i 
did not do well. I got but 1,100 pounds 
of seed, when I ought to have had a 
least two tons of seed- 
Counting the 


hay at seven dollars a ton in the stack 
aud tbe seed at 10 cents a pound, my 
net profits were about $20 per acre. I 
I had cut it four times for hay I wouli 
have done even better. I sold tbe after 
math iu December for eight dollars 


would like to say more, but I fear I am 
making this entirely too long.

Lecture on tbe Pucillc Ocean. 


Dr. Thomas Antisell lectured on the 
Pacific Ocean" the other evening in 


New York, and, says the Times, proved 
o the satisfaction of geographers pres- 
ent that there were no warm currents in 
he Pacific like the Gulf Stream of the 
Atlantic. 
The only regularly-defined 


warm current is the' one extending from 
,he equator northward along the Asiatic 
shore, where it loses itself in the cold 
currents from the North. This current 
exists only in warm weather, and is due 
mainly to the monsoons. A second rea- 
son is the formation of the sea bottom. 
At Lebring Straits it is like the old- 
fashioned peaked roof of a house, with 
a depth of 45 fathoms oi water covering 
it on the south side, 40 fathoms on 'the 
north, aad only 27 fathoms on the ridge 
of land extending between Asia and 
America, at the narrowest point between 
the countries. This ridge, he claims, 
effectually prevents the flowing of warm 
currents to the north of sufficient vol- 
ume to have any effect on the Arctic 
waters, and so makes an open polar sea 
impossible. 
Chief Justice Daly in 


dorsed the theory of the lecturer aud ex- 
pressed himself delighted at this con- 
firmation of his often-expressed theory, 
iu opposition to those of Maury, Kane, 
Hayes, and other Arctic explorers, with 
whom he had had frequent controver- 
sies on the subject.
